NEW YORK, Ju!y 27—The 
Andrea Doria’s passengers and 
crewmen were rescued by life- 
boat crews who themselves 
faced continuing peril through 
the hours before dawn yester- 
day. 

While the Italian liner kept 
listing 40 degrees on its star- 
board side, the rescuers braved | 
the possibility that their own 
boats would be crawn under if 
the vessel keeled any further. | 

But Capt. Raoul de Beaudean, 


whose Ile de France brought 
survivors here, pointed out two 
elements of good fortune that 
aided the effort. The fog in 
which the Andrea Doria and the 
Stockholm collided had lifted 
just before the rescuers arrived 
And the Andrea Doria kept its 
hazardous angle steady) 

Six vessels teamed to bring 
off the Andrea Doria’s  sur- 
vivors. They included the Navy 
transport Pvt. William H., 
Thomas, director of the major 
rescue operations; the Cape Ann, 
a United Fruit freighter: the 
Robert E. Hopkins, an oil tank- 
er: the Owasco, a Coast Guard 
cutter: the Stockholm, and the 
Ile de France. 

Other Ships Offered Aid. 

There were at least four 
more merchant mariners that 
offered aid—the Managqui, 
Laura Marsk, Laut and Free 
State. The Navy said four de- 
stroyers, three destroyer 
escorts and two tugs had got 
to the scene. 

The Coast Guard had nine 
other cutters on hand the 
Ashusnet, from Portsmouth, 
Me.; the Evergreen, from Bos-

All but the final few letters 
of the name “Stockholm” were 
obliterated in the twisted 
wreckage on the port prow 
Between 30 and 50 feet of 
the forward area was punched 
in. the greater distance on the 
port side. A long strip of the 
superstructure dangled to the 
waterline and—silent reminder 
of the rescues at sea—a rope 
ladder still trailing from the 
forward area 

Death Toll Reduced. 

The reported death tool was 
reduced from seven to six to- 
day when a_ 14-year-old gir! 
thought to have perished ar- 
rived on the Stockholm 

She is Linda Morgan, step- 
daughter of Camille M. Cian- 
farra. New York Times corre- 
spondent in Spain. Cianfarra 
and a daughter, Joan, 8, also 
were reported to have been 
killed. His wife, Jane, was in- 
jured. 

Mrs. Cianfarra arrived last 
night on the French liner Ile 
de France. Linda came in today 
on the Stockholm, with injuries 
of the left knee and left shoul- 
der

Number Aboard Established. 

The Coast Guard said it had 
determined that the exact num- 
ber of passengers and crewmen 
aboard the Andrea Doria was 
1706—1134 passengers and 572 
crew members. Earlier figures 
were slightly higher 

The Coast Guard said approx- 
imately 26 of those aboard still 
were unaccounted for. It added, 
however, that there always was 
the possibility of errors in the 
confusion surrounding the mis- 
hap and the figure did not nec- 
essarily mean that many were 
actually missing 

Those aboard the Stockholm 
crowded to the railings, waved 
and called to those on the dock 
Many appeared gaunt and hag- 
gard. 

Swedish-American Line and 
Government officials were the 
first persons allowed aboard 

A line spokesman said the 
Stockholm had 314 Doria pas- 
sengers and 216 crew members 
Earlier there had been uncer- 
tainty as to the precise number 
of rescued aboard 

Among them in the ship's in- 
firmary were 14 casualties.

American and the Italian lines, 
who flew here from Europe 
yesterday, were on hand to 
question the officers of the 
Stockholm about the baffling 
failure of radar to prevent what 
was one of the worst collisions 
in maritime history.

OF 16TH CENTURY ADMIRAL 


The liner Andrea Doria, which 
sank yesterday, was named 
after a sixteenth century sol- 


dier cf fortune who became 
famous as an admiral for the 
King of France and for his na- 
tive Republic of Genoa. Ital- 
ians regarded him as one of 
their greatest naval heroes. 

Born near Genoa in 1466 and 
soon orphaned, he became a sol- 
dier, then an admiral for Fran- 
cis I of France. When angered 
at his meager rewards from the 
king, Doria broke with him and 
led a fleet which drove the 
French from Genoa, establish- 
ing a republic there. 

Doria later fought against the 
Barbary pirates in Algeria and 
against the Turks. At the age of 
84 the admiral went to 
against the Barbary pirates, but

with little success. He died in 
1560 at the age of 94. He was 
accused of a part in political 
murders and once of purposely 
losing a battle to spite an ally. 
The Encyclopedia Britannica 
says of him, “If he appears un- 
scrupulous and even treacher- 
ous, he did but conform to the 
standards of sixteenth century 
Italy.”

Role of Gov. Stratton 


The editorials reprinted under the cartoon 
today, on the $1,000,000 scandals in the Repub- 
lican State Administration in Illinois, take two 
contrasting views of the role of Gov. William 
G. Stratton in the ouster of Orville E. Hodge. 

One view is that Gov. Stratton moved swiftly 
and surely to get Hodge out of the office of 
State Auditor for which he was renominated 
without opposition last April. The other view is 
that the Illinois Governor was most reluctant to 
take steps against this popular member of his 
“team,” that he waited as long as he caquld in 
the hope the storm would blow over. 

The Chicago Daily News began its ifvestiga- 
tion of irregularities in the Auditor’s office in 
May and the first firings of dubious employes 
on the Hodge. payroll came in that month. 
The scandal broke into print early in June. 
Then State’s Attorney of Sangamon County, 
George P. Coutrakon, started his investigation. 
He had been digging into the mess for three 
weeks when Gov. Stratton, on July 4, requested 
the Illinois State Budgetary Commission to make 
“a full study.” 

After that Hodge continued in office almost 
two weeks more, until July 16. By that time the 
disclosures of public looting were so shocking 
that it was only a matter of hours until he 
would be forced to run for cover. With the scan- 
dals still ballooning, Hodge resigned his office, 
withdrew as nominee for re-election and gave 
up his seat as Illinois delegate to the G.O.P. 
national convention in San Francisco. 

On this record, it is clear that the sands were 
running very fast when Gov. Stratton decided 
the time had come to drop Orville Hodge from 
the “team.” 

Actually what else could he have done with 
the biggest set of scandals in Illinois’s 138 years 
of statehood breaking all over the place? 

Moreover Gov. Stratton is a full-fledged mem- 
ber of the Illinois Budgetary Commission which 
screens proposed appropriations over which 
the Governor also has veto power. Thus in 1955 
Gov. Stratton had two chances to question the 
“emergency” appropriations bill for $525,000 
for the Hodge office, in addition to the regular 
appropriation of $6,659,000. The “emergency” 
bill for more than a half million dollars addi- 
tional did not have a committee hearing in either 
chamber of the legislature. Why? 

When this extra Hodge appropriation came be- 
fore Gov. Stratton for approval, he might very 
well have decided that it had not been suffi- 
ciently explained. Had he vetoed it on the 
grounds that an adequate case had not been 
made for it, his indignation at Hodge now would 
be more impressive. 

In this connection the people of Illinois are 
entitled to know the names of the members of 
the Budgetary Commission during the last ses- 
sion ateSpringfield. Here they are and their 
party affiliations:

[Important Debate in St. Louis 

Mayor-council or council-manager? Under 
which government would St. Louis be better off? 

The Charter Freeholders must resolve this 
question before they can proceed with their 
assignment. And to that end they are conduct- 
ing a searching inquiry into the virtues and 
vices inherent in each system. The public 
hearings currently in progress are an essential 
part of that inquiry. 

Tradition and the precedent of the 1949-50 
Freeholders favor the mayor-council plan. The 
charter proposed by that earlier group of Free- 
holders would have substantially strengthened 
the mayor's authority, and most students of 
government regarded it as quite an improve- 
ment over the present system. 

The nonpartisan St. Louis League of Women 
Voters has come out in favor of the strong 
mayor form. It is a safe bet that Mayor Tucker 
also will stand on this same ground when he 
addresses the Freeholders. He headed the 
1949-50 board, and as Mayor he has demon- 
strated the “sound, sincere and dramatic lead- 
ership” that the League hopes would result 
from a charter built on a strong mayor form. 

On the other hand, Henry F. Chadeayne, a 
freeholder on the previous board with Mr. 
Tucker, prefers the council-manager form as 
more business-like. So does such a responsible 
and dedicated community leader as Mfrs. Virgil 
Loeb, who helped draft the University City 
council-manager’ charter. University City’s 
happy experience with the manager form is 
corroborative evidence. 

Fortunately the Freeholders are free from 
pressure to take one form over another merely 
to avoid ward opposition. Their only respon- 
sibility is to the electorate. They are free to 
choose the form they believe will best serve 
both the will and the needs of the people, and 
this is the meaning of the grand debate over 
the future of local government in St. Louis. 
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Waste-and Absurdity 

House investigators have rebuked Immigration 
Commissioner Joseph M. Swing for his sport 
ing use of public property. A Government Oper- 
ations subcommittee finds that Gen. Swing made 
seven—not five, as first reported—hunting trips 
to Canada and Mexico, using an official plane 
and air-conditioned trailer. 

The committee also finds that Gen. Swing en- 
gaged in “a complete operational absurdity” 
during the 1955 Operation Alert, a civil défense 
test. The commissioner is said to have ordered 
three house trailers from more than a thousand 
miles away to house his men when 50 hotel 
rooms were readily available for them. 

Nothing is said this time about Gen. Swing's 


use of an immigration officer to recruit a maid 
in Juarez, Mexico, for his Washington home. A 
Senate subcommittee dug that up. Gen. Swing’s 
misuse of Government equipment and personnel 
may not be sufficient to dismiss him from the 
Order of the Hound's Tooth, but he deserves a 
rebuke, and not just from a congressional com- 
mittee. He was appointed by his West Point 
Classmate, President Eisenhower. 
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Off the Team 


If outstanding public service were to receive 
due recognition, the Eisenhower Administration 
would reappoint Harry P. Cain to the Subver- 
sive Activities Control Board. 

Mr. Cain does not expect that to happen, and 
said as much three months ago. Now he has 
resigned effective Aug. 9, when his three-year 
term expires. The White House promptly said 
a successor would be named soon. 

Why is the Administration cool to the former 
Republican Senator from Washington, an early 
and staunch Eisenhower supporter? Mr. Cain 
did not make the Administration “team.” 

Harry Cain was identified with the Repub- 
lican party’s right wing when he was in the 
Senate. It took him nearly two years of first- 
hand experience on the SACB to conclude that 
the nation’s internal security program was caus- 
ing serious injustice to individuals and was 
sometimes doing more harm than good. He 
then became a champion of security reforms. 

Mr. Cain cifedcase after case of unfair play 
by conmapln waael its employes. He sought 
speedier loyalty procedures, more specific pres- 
entation of charges, the right of the “accused” 
to confront witnesses against them, and so on. 
His case was simply a case for the traditiona] 
American system of justice. And no one in 
the Administration has really tried to answer it. 

Mr. Cain is an Administration outcast not 
only because he criticized its security system, 
or ridiculed the G.O.P. National Committee’s 
“numbers game” on Reds fired from Govern- 
ment, but also because, unable to get a hearing 
within the Administration, he was compelled to 
make his case outside it. 

Not that Mr. Cain did not try to play ball 
with his team. He attempted to get a hearing 
from Attorney General Brownell. Presidential 
advisor Adams told him he was not playing as 
a member of the team. And the White House 
ignored his appeals. 

In fact the President did not give Mr. Cain 
an audience until he was scheduled to go before 
the Senate Judiciary subcommittee on consti- 
tutional rights. And the committee’s Democratic 
chairman, Senator Hennings of Missouri, cour- 
teously rescheduled the hearing so Mr. Cain 
could go to the White House first. 

The treatment of Harry Cain raises questions 
about the Administration’s conception of team- 
work. Does that word connote rigid discipline, 
blind obedience and no criticism? Does it 
mean that if the tackle cannot approach the 
quarterback, he cannot see the captain either? 

Evidently it all depends. Senator Knowland 
of California, the team member who is supposed 
to lead the Administration's legislative battles 
in the Senate, quite often turns out to be lead- 
ing the anti-Administration battle. Yet President 
Eisenhower does not freeze him out of the inner 
councils. Only the Cains get that treatment. 

If ever anything is done to put more justice 
into the security program, it will be largely 
because of the valiant efforts of Harry P. Cain, 
a man who changed his mind. And if the 
Administration wished to prove that it could 
do the same, it would keep Mr. Cain on the job. 
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Keep Up the Tuberculosis Fight 

The Tuberculosis and Health Society’s annual 
report for the year ending July 1 shows 513 in- 
dicated cases of tuberculosis as a result of 
63,586 free X-ray films taken in St. Louis and 
the county. That is a very low rate of inci- 
dence and its significance may be taken too 
optimistically by many persons. 

This is particularly true since this is the day 
of miracle drugs and new techniques with a tu- 
berculosis death rate that has fallen from 200 
for each 100,000 persons in 1900 to a present 
rate of 12. 

But the magnitude of the tuberculosis problem 
comes back into focus when consideration is 
given to the following National Tuberculosis 
Association statistics. There are 400,000 active 
cases of tuberculosis in the United States: 100,- 
000 new cases are found each year; about 55.- 
000,000 persons are believed to be infected by 
the* tubercle bacilli and 2,700,000 of them prob- 
ably will develop the disease in their lifetime. 

So although tuberculosis is no longer known 
as the great white plague it still is a dangerous 
enemy that has not been almost conquered as 
have diphtheria and typhoid fever. And one 
quick, easy way to aid in the fight is to have a 
chest X-ray taken when you see a mobile unit 
of the Tuberculosis and Health Society. 
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A Duel Waged With Polls 


One of the most interesting aspects of Harold 
E. Stassen’s putsch is his unquestioning and un- 
questioned reliance upon a favorite device of 
Madison Avenue—the preference poll. 

Mr. Stassen decided that Vice President 
Nixon ought to get off the Eisenhower ticket 
not because of anything having to do with Mr. 
Nixon’s qualifications for the presidency, but 
because a public opinion poll showed him 6 
per cent weaker than Gov. Herter. And now, in 
a brave effort to keep the flame of revolt flick- 
ering, Mr. Stassen hopes to prove his case by 
conducting a new poll. 

By resting his case entirely upon polls Mr. 
Stassen is, of course, relieved of the politically 
distasteful necessity for attacking the Vice Pres- 
ident’s qualifications. He can say that all he 
wants is a winner, and the polls show somebody 
else would be a bigger winner than Mr. Nixon. 
But there are deeper implications. 

One implication is that a presidential ticket 
is something like a bar of soap. To discover the 
degree of customer acceptance for the product, 
you use the standard advertising technique of 
sampling the market. 

Another implication is that if the poll-takers 
seem to meet any buyer resistance to an Eisen- 
hower-Nixon ticket, then the thing to do, as 
with soap or cigarettes or lipstick, is to change 
the packagiffg, alter the slogans and proclaim a 
fabulous new mystery ingredient. . They 
don't like Nixon? Give ‘em Herter. Ike and Dick 
don't seem to click? Then Ike and Chris they 
cannot miss. New, New NEW!! Now, scientific 
tests show, up to 6 per cent more voters prefer 
the NEW Republican ticket! 

Yes, it has its amusing side, but also a most 
serious one. For the election of a President just 
is not a sales campaign. The all-important ques- 
tion for the American people and the future of 
the nation is not how many percentage points 
a Republican vice presidential possibility can 
muster in a poll, but what qualifications he has 
for serving in a high office which seven Vice 
Presidents have been called orf by fate to fill. 

And that is a question which neither Mr. Stas- 
sen nor his furious opponents are considering.

The million-dollar “Hodge-podge” 
which has shaken the foundations of the 
Illinois Republican organization should 
go a long way toward showing Ameri- 
can voters that boll weevils have made 
considerable headway in the armor of 
Eisenhower's moral crusaders. 


The Illinois scandals, blasted into the 
open by the Chicago Daily News, 
reached a peak with the issuance of 
warrants for the arrest of resigned 
G.O.P. State Auditor Orville E. Hodge 
on charges of embezzling state money. 


The impact of this tremendous scan- 
dat on the Illinois G.O.P. is obvious. 
Hodge, one of the state’s most popular 
Republican officeholders, was a nomi- 
nee for re-election before the scandal 
broke and he had been frequently men- 
tioned as the G.O.P. heir apparent to the 
Illinois governorship in 1960. That’s 
the year when Republican Gov. William 
G. Stratton, fair-haired boy of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, was scheduled to make 
his bid to succeed President Eisenhow- 
er in the White House. Stratton was 
called into service in 1952 as a G.OP. 
hatchetman in the effort to smear his 
predecessor, Adlai E. Stevenson, in the 
presidential campaign. 


Stratton’s demand that Hodge resign 
was a little too late to absolve him of 
administrative responsibility for public 
looting. He can’t duck. As for Dem- 
ocrats who have been flayed unmer- 
cifully by G.O.P. campaigners over 
the petty “mink coat” and “deepfreeze” 
scandals, we suggest they now figure 
out how many such coats and refriger- 
ators can be purchased with a million 
dollars. This “Hodge-podge” could be a 
mighty good issue.

While it is quite possible that the 
state in the end will not suffer finan- 
cially, that all of Hodge’s speculations 
will be recovered, the fact remains that 
the party put into office, and renomi- 
nated, a man completely false to his 
public trust. 

Banker Hintz, who cashed fraudulent 
checks for Hodge, said that he knew at 
the time that the actions were irregu- 
lar, but assumed that the procedure was 
a regular one among politicians, to col- 
lect their cut on public contracts. 

Hintz ruefully confesses that he was 
stupid. Nevertheless this blase assump- 
tion, by a man who spent 40 years in 
the banking business, that politicians 
may be expected to be grafters, is as 
shocking in its way as Hodge’s offenses. 

Only the most strenuous efforts by 
Illinois Republicans, directed toward 
cleaning up the mess and making its 
recurrence impossible, can avert defeat 
in November. Gov. Stratton has been 
alert to his responsibilities, both as 
public official and as party leader, The 
moment it appeared that Hodge had 
betrayed his trust, the Governor devoted 
all his energy to bringing him to jus- 
tice and to removing him from office 
and from the Republican ticket. 


A generation ago Col. McCormick, 
late publisher of The Tribune, defined 
a newspaper as “an institution devel- 
oped by modern civilization to present 
the news of the day; to foster commerce 
and industry, to inform and lead public 
opinion, and to furnish that check upon 
government which no constitution has 
eyer been able to provide.” 

Chicago newspapers, in the last 
month, have demonstrated the accuracy 
of that description. 


Shock the Press

The fantastic operation of the State 
Auditor’s office under Orville E. Hodge 
defies comprehension. The moral ob- 
tuseness that made it possible, however,’ 
may be glimpsed in Hodge’s conception 
of ethical conduct in relation to state 
banks under his supervision. 

At the heart of this shocking scandal, 
of course, is the cashing of state checks 
with fraudulent indorsements at the 
Southmoor Bank and Trust Co. How 
and why this was done, and with whose 
connivance, is the primary target of 
the investigation. 

Another bank affair, the facts con- 
cerning which are better established, 
shows the approach of Hodge to such 
matters. This concerns his acquisition 
of stock in the Bank of Elmwood Park 
during its reorganization after he had 
ordered it closed because of irregulari- 
ties. 

The spectacle of Orville Hodge, 
broken and weeping, promising to make 
restitution to the full extent of his 
ability, is tragic. Normally genial, easy- 
going and friendly, he has been a popu- 
lar man. At, the recent primary, in 
which most of the Republican candi- 
dates for state office at Springfield 
were unopposed, he got the biggest 
vote. 

Thoroughness rather than speed ought 
to be the watchword of the investiga- 
tion. Several jurisdictions are _ in- 
volved in the ramifications of the Hodge 
case. Unless they co-operate carefully 
and in good faith with each other, they 
can botch the job like a couple of out- 
fielders, a shortstop and a second base- 
man all fielding a pop fly at the same 
instance—and dropping the ball. 


The Louisvillé Times 


In the presidential campaign four 
years ago, Gen. Eisenhower delivered 
one of his major addresses in Illinois. 
In the course of his remarks, as usually 
in the course of his remarks in those 
days, he lashed out at what he called 
the mess in Washington. 


We can imagine that William G. Strat- 
ton, Orville E. Hodge and Latham 
Castle (Republican nominees for Gov- 
ernor, Auditor and Attorney. General of 
Illinois) all three whooped lustily as 
Ike poured it on the “wretched record 
of this scandal-a-day (Truman) Admin- 
istration.” We imagine that all three 
applauded the speaker's piety. But his 
words made no indelible impression on 
their minds—least of all on Hodge's 
mind. 

Three years and nine months later, 
he has had to resign as Auditor, under 
scathing fire and in deep disgrace, the 
center of scandals that rock the whole 
State of Illinois. Estimates of the 
amount of the boodle have been stead- 
ily increasing. 


Gov. Stratton and Mr. Castle lacked 
vigilance. The discoveries about the 
flagrant conduct of the Auditor’s office 
were made not by them but by the Chi- 
cago newspapers. The revelations by 
the press began as long as two months 
ago. It is only recently that Mr. Strat- 
ton and Mr. Castle acted—after events 
started moving at faster than a scan- 
dal-a-day clip. 

Political dispatches say that the 
shameful disclosures have gravely im- 
periled Republican prospects in Illinois 
this fall. Certainly if Mr. Eisenhower 
was right in what he said at Chicago in 
1952 on the general subject of impurity 
in government and how it should be 
punished, Republican prospects in IIli- 
nois this fall ought to be nil.

Between Book Ends 
Young Man Who Went West 


GEORGE WASHINGTON IN THE OHIO VALLEY, 
by Hugh Cleland. (University of Pittsburgh 
Press, 395 pgs., $5.) 

Great men—especially the towering 
folk heroes of the American past—are 
the subjects of endless streams of spe- 
cialized studies, and sometimes the 
mills of scholarship grind exceeding 
fine, so fine that their products too fre- 
quently are of little moment. 

The same, however, cannot be said 
of this carefully edited and scholarly 
work. Issued as the latest of a series 


dealing with the history of Western 
Pennsylvania, it is both absorbing and 
of far greater weight than the average 
book of 


And while one 
should hesitate to 
agree entirely with 
the author when 
he says rather flat- 
ly that Washing- 
ton’s character was 
shaped by the fron- 
tier, it is neverthe- 
less true that the 
Ohio valley was 
one of the impor- 
tant influences in 
that great man’s 
life and the life 
of the country in 
his day. 

Seven times 
Washington jour- 
neyed to the head of the Ohio—then a 
howling and dangerous wilderness—and 
on each occasion it was in a capacity of 
significance to American history, The 
first four times he appeared as a sol- 
dier in defense of the British colonies 
in their struggle against France; twice 
after that he journeyed to this far fron- 
tier in the character of a land specu- 
lator—a type both common and impor- 
tant in this period; and finally, in 1794 
President Washington advanced into 
the area at the head of troops to over- 
awe the Whiskey Rebellion insurrec- 
tionists and to inculeate in them a 
sense of respect for the laws of the new 
United States. 

The story is told in Washington's own 
words, culled from a number of scat- 
tered sources both common and rare. 
Where Washington’s journals, diaries 
or reports are insufficient the comments 
of his comrades — or enemies — are 
drawn upon so that the account of each 
expedition is full bodied. 

Altogether, if the casual reader is 
not repelled by the prosaic title of this 
book, he will find it fascinating. He 
will discover from Washington's own 
lips what the raw frontier and its in- 
habitants were like, and he will also be- 
come better acqlainted with the great 
man himself. For Americans who have 
become accustomed to a de-personal- 
ized Washington, this will be an en- 
lightening experience. It took men 
with flesh-and-blood bravery and moral 
grandeur to carve out a new nation. 
In his modest, matter-of-fact way Wash- 
ington unconsciously tells us almost as 
much about himself as he does about 
the frontier with which he was so inti- 
mately associated.

Not a New Problem.

Temple Israel filed suit in 
circuit court at Clayton today 
seeking a declaratory judgment 
that would permit the temple 
to build a church and school 
in a Creve Coeur site the 
temple owns. 

The suit asks the court to 
declare a recent Creve Coeur 
aldermanic action denying such 
use “discriminatory and uncon- 
stitutional” and a violation of 
Missouri and federal guarantees 
of freedom of worship. The 
city of Creve Coeur and six 
municipal officials were named 
defendants 


An amendment to a zoning 
ordinance passed by the Creve 
Coeur Board of Aldermen 
shortly after Temple Israel 
bought the site, at Spode and 
Ladue roads, is in conflict with 
Missouri statutes, the suit con- 
tends. 

Among other allegations, the 
petition asserts no proper notice 
of consideration or adoption of 
the amendment was ever given 

in a letter mailed yesterday 
to all members of the congrega- 
tion, Temple israel President 
Melvin S. Strassner wrote 

“It is the conviction of all of 
us that freedom of worship car- 
ries along with it the corollary 
of the freedom of a place. to 


worship. This is true regard- 
less of creed We feel, there- 
fore, that we are waging a 


battle for all of the religious 
faiths in the community. We 
have been joined by other 
faiths in this position.” 

Named defendants were Creve 
Coeur Mayor James P. Wilson, 
City Clerk Fred Essen and the 
city's four aldermen—V. Lee 
McMahon, John McVicker. Leo 
Reuther and Edward J. Wirt. 

Creve Coeur officials have 
denied that the congregation's 
plans to build a chapel and 
Sunday school building on its 
site had anything to do with 
adoption of the disputed amend- 
ment. 

The Creve Coeur planning 
board recommended rejection 
of the temple's application on 
the ground that objections had 
been raised by property owners 
living nearby and that addi- 
tional traffic congestion would 
result.

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Clearing the Brush 


To Improve Pasture 
By Leonard Hall 


UTTING brush is one of the most primitive of 

farm operations and one would hardly expect that 

on land which has been cultivated for 120 years 
there would be any brush left to cut. But one of our 
big, low-lying mead- 
ows was originally a 
grove of giant shag- 
bark hickory trees. 
All but a half-dozen 
of these werg har- 
vested some 50 years 
ago to make hickory 
handles or for the 
running gear of 
farm wagons, and 
the owners left the 
field to grow up in 
sprouts to serve as 
rough pasture. When 
we came to Possum 
Trot Farm, there was 
a 50-acre patch of 
these sprouts which 
had grown into young 
trees. The carrying 
capacity of the area 
for cattle was about 
one head per 10 or # 
12 acres and pretty slim pickings, at that. Since our & 
goal at the farm has always been an animal unit pet | 
acre, the sprout patch represented a challenge. Yet F 
because the soil in this mgadow is basically not too 
rich and is hard to work, our inclination is always to 
spend our effort on the more productive fields. In 
spite of this, whenever there has been time during 
the past 10 years, we've tackled the sprout field. It 
hasn't’ been easy, for second-growth hickory is just 
about the hardest of all trees to eradicate. Many 
& things have been tried, including a bulldozer. But the 
e small trees are both limber and tough as spring steel # 
F —-and so deep rooted that the ‘dozer blade simply 
© rides over them instead of uprooting them as would 
happen with oak or 7 


* 

WE’VE USED THE AX and a small circular saw 
powered by a gas engine, painting the stumps as we 
go along with 2-4-5T. This gives a fairly high kill so 
that the stumps start to decay. As each patch is 
cleared, it is worked up and planted to grass, after 
which the mowing machine will pretty well take care 
of any sprouts that persist in leafing out again. Now 
all but a few acres of the sprout field have been 
tamed and are producing good grass. And whenever 
we have a half day, Matt and I are working to finish 
the job. When the last sprout is cut, the field will 
be plowed with a disc plow which rolls over the 
stumps instead of hapging under them. Then we'll 
disc it thoroughly into the best seedbed we can make 
and sow it to barley along with a good seeding of 
grasses and legumes. 

* 


THERE’S A LITTLE LOW SWALE in the center 
of this brush patch where water stands all winter and, 
in wet years, until well along in summer. Water oaks @ 
grow at the edge of the swale and within its confines © 
is buttonbush, which doesn’t mind the water. It is © 
the nesting ground of the little,sora rail andofadozen | 
or so pairs of red-winged blackbirds. The water is 
gone now, and in exploring the buttonbush thicket 
I discovered one clump containing four nests, all of 
them about eight feet apart. The hatching season 
is, of course, over and the young are gone. But as 
far as I can tell, all the nests were built by the 
red-wings and this contradicts my past observations 
of the hard-and-fast territorial boundaries laid out *# 
by the male birds in spring. This business of the 
“territory” of nesting birds is a thing which helps 
prove there is a definite pattern and purpose in 
nature. Under normal conditions, it will be found 
that the size of territory depends pretty much on 
the carrying capacity of an area and that the numbers 
of a given species, unless there is undue interference 
by man, will tend to-fill but not overcrowd the area. 
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OFTEN WHEN I AWAKEN at daybreak, I can lie 
abed and count the number of birds which are within 
hearing and gain a rough idea of the territory which 
each one uses. A better naturalist would be up and 
at work with notebook and watch, to set down his 
findings for a monograph, but at dawn I have a 
hard time being a serious naturalist. Nevertheless. 
I can report that the field sparrows are the first § 
to announce the approaching day at a few minutes @ 
before 4 a.m. and that I'm quite certain one could 
set the clock by the first clear, tinkling note of their 
song. Moreover, I hear one from the vegetable garden, 
another tuning up just across the country road, a 
third from the multiflore hedge to the west of the 
house. Before I've finished counting, there comes 
the cheerful murmuring of bluebirds and then the 
indigo bunting tunes up, as likely as not perched 
on a phone wire above the road. Then the orchard 
oriole speaks up in the sugar maple and the wrens 
start fussing at the kittens under the grape arbor 
and a Bobwhite whistles from the pasture—and a 
fellow might as well get up and put the coffee water 
on the stove and get the day started. 
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ONE OF THE THINGS about wildflowers that # 
always interests us is the way in which new species & 
are forever turning up in places where we've never 
seen them before and where it seems unlikely that 
they would be. Thus when we were cutting sprouts 

§ last week, I noticed a small clump of flowers blooming 

¢ under a wild rose bush. This was in the middle of 
the pasture but in rather boggy ground close to the 

little swale where the red-winged blackbirds nest. 
= Closer examination of the blossoms showed that the 
plant was one of our native orchids; a family which 
is quite numerous in Missouri's fields and woodlands. 
= with 30 members named in Bill Bauer's check list. 
= The orchid is about 15 inches tall with a large flower 
& 
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cluster. These are a bright purple or violet: in color, 
with a fan-shaped lip which is split into three 
divisions, and very slightly fringed or notched. The 
= spur, common to orchids of this type, is about an Inch 
= long. Not being expert botanists, we had a bit of 
difficulty identifying the plant but finally settled on 
Habenaria peramoena, often called “purple fanlip” or 
— “fringeless purple orchis.” The species is not unusual 
= for our part of Missouri, but is a new find for us 
= and an unusual flower to discover blooming in the & 
middle of a meadow which has been grazed by cattle 
for at least half a century. Yet this is the charm of 
wildflowering—this discovery of a new species—and 
especially when it is as unusual and beautiful as & 
one of our native orchids.

I may be wrong but I 
was taught way back in grade 
scliool to say “he doesn’t” and 
“isn't.” Please tell me whether 
the language has changed re- 
garding these two points.

ANSWER: I'm afraid “ain't” 
and “don’t” have created prob- 
lems for careful speakers for 
many more years than one. 
“Ain't,” of course, has been the 
bane of the average school- 
marm’s existence for many 
decades. There is a fairly sub- 
stantial body of opinion among 
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language scholars that “ain't” 
should be recognized as a use- 
ful substitute for the awkward 
and unpronounceable “amn't.” 
However, it has been on school- 
teachers’ taboo lists for so long 
that there is little chance that 
it will ever be allowed to come 
in off the street and into the 
drawing room, so to speak. 

“Don’t” is quite another mat- 
ter. It is an entirely acceptable 
informal contraction of ‘do 
not.” You are on safe ground 
when you say “I don’t,” “you 
don’t,” “we don't” or “they 
don't.”

Although 
you will sometimes hear such 
expressions as “Poor Joe don't 
look so happy today,” you may 
mark them down as the utter- 
ances of the uneducated or, at 
very least, careless speakers. 

There is only one acceptable 
contraction of “does not”; it is, 
of course, “doesn't.”

When 
she got in on the third round 
of diamonds she would have 
had nothing left in her hand 
but hearts—and a heart return 
would have given Miss Brash 
a sluff and a ruff, and her con- 
tract.

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The New Films He Helped Swimm

A LTHOUGH I can't see “SOMEBODY UP THERE 


LIKES ME,” Rocky Graziano’s story, as a fine dramatic 

work, or Rocky as a particularly sympathetic character 
even now as a lovable uncouth TV comedy foil, still the 
picture at LOEW’S STATE THEATER has 
far more quality than the usual saga of 
the poor boy becoming world’s middle- 
weight champion. 

Taken from the autobiography by the 
former champ, the picture depicts with 
a great deal of fidelity the story of a 
recalcitrant young tough raised in a drab 
tenement on New York's lower East Side who tries to 
bull his way through life. Rocky's youth as a petty thief, 
a reform school and penitentiary inmate, his going over 
the hill in the United States Army and serving a year 
for it in Leavenworth, and his refusal to name the men 
who attempted to bribe him to throw a fight after he 
became a middleweight contender are all portrayed. But 
rather than a vicious thug, Paul Newman in his excellent 
acting job, in mumbling inarticulate style, portrays the 
youth as sullen, confused and rebellious against his sordid 
surroundings, and all authority, including that of the 
Army, and being softened by the love of his wife (Pier 
Angeli). 

There is, in some of the street scenes taken on the 
East Side in teeming slums, a sharp realism, and there 
is validity in the home scenes between Rocky and his 
beaten-down father and worn-out mother. This realism is 
missing in the brief Army scenes where Graziano threatens 
a corporal and knocks out a captain—the people just 
don’t seem true. And, oddly enough, the climactic fight 
with Tony Zale for the championship isn’t too well done. 
There is really no moral resolvement in the story—Rocky 
is never shown as acquiring any sense of values, although 
he does acquire love, and in one touching scene just 
before the big fight, breaks through the wall that has 
separated him from his father. But, ironically, the way 
he is supposed to show his redemption in the film is by 
battering the champ unconscious after taking a terrible 
beating himself. It’s certainly a non sequitur in logic. 
Actually, making good in the prize ring would have little 
to do with making good as a man. 


Friendless Child

“Dear Doctors Ilg and Ames: 
66 HAVE a problem that I would like to discuss with you 
| and ask your advice. My little girl in 842 years old, 
in the third grade at school. She does good work in 
school and behaves properly, but has no little friends. 

“I can’t seem to figure 
out what she does or does 
not do where the other 
children are concerned. 
She speaks very well of 
the other children and 
makes them most welcome 
if they play with her, but 
the times are very rare. 

“She belongs to Brown- 
ies and takes dancing les- 
sons. She is not popular 
with either group. By this 
I mean that the children 
seem indifferent toward 
her and show no interest in her and answer her as briefly 
as possible when she talks to them. 

“She is enthusiastic about making things at Brownies, 
and she plays quite contentedly alone if she has to. But she 
is literally bubbling over when anybody comes to play with 
her. We have provided a good play space in the house 
and plenty of playthings, but it makes no difference. Just 
lately she has complained that she doesn’t know what to 
do and has nobody to play with. 

“I feel extremely concerned about this and would like 
to help her to enjoy a little more association with children 
her own age. I am constantly worrying that she is saying 
or doing the wrong thing. I must admit that she is not 
nearly as poised as some of the 8-year-olds I have met.”

There were no municipal 


pools in the city, none in the county because there ‘wasn’t much 
county. No country clubs in the area had swimming pools, and 
aside from the Boy Scouts, the Y.M.C.A., and other youth and 
health organizations, no one did much about promoting swim- 


ming. 

All that has changed and the 
Commodore (the title is an hon- 
orary one) has had his part in 
changing it Now nearly 69 
years of age, he has no idea 
how many youngsters he has 
taught to swim—‘“I wouldn't 
even make a wild guess at it,” 
he says—but there have been 
quite a few since he started 
back in 1909. 

Still as hard at work as 
though he hadn't passed the 
usual retirement age, the Com- 
modore holds classes for 125 or 
130 children each day at Camp 
Robin Hood, summer day camp 
on Clayton road just past Ballas 
road, operated by Sherwood 
school. With cheerful patience, 
he initiates the tiniest children, 
coaches the intermediates, prais- 
es the teen-agers. Sitting on the 
side of a pool, mahogany brown, 
wearing a sun helmet, bright 
red swimming trunks and wood- 
en clogs, he looks much young- 
er than his years, the picture 
of a man who enjoys his work. 

He takes it seriously, too. 

“The third highest cause of 
accidental death in this country 
is drowning,” he says, “but 
ameng boys, 5 to 25, it’s the 
second highest cause. For that 
reason we try to make every 
beginner as safe as we can as 
soon as we can. We teach them 
how to turn over and rest if 
they get into trouble.” 

As for making a really pro- 
ficient swimmer, that takes 
time; this is the theory he 
preaches and practices. 

“Too many youngsters see 
those water carnivals and bal- 
lets where the advanced swim- 
mers show off, and they try to 
copy them before they've got the 
fundamentals,” he says. “They 
want to get there too quick. 
You can’t turn out a finished 
swimmer in less than three or 
four years. It’s like learning to 
play the piano, isn’t it?” He 
reached out and ruffled the hair 
of a little girl standing nearby 
“You have to do the same old 
stuff over and over again.” 


a. * a. 
LINT had no swimming in- 
structions when he was a 
youngster. Born in St. Louis, 
he grew up in Webster Groves 
in a house in the 800 block of 
Newport avenue a few doors 
from where he now lives. He 
learned to swim in Deer creek, 


now a sewer which runs into 
the River Des Peres. 
“Nobody taught me, I just 


picked it up,” he says. 

He became interested in the 
finer points of swimming at the 
Central Y.M.C.A., then on Grand 
boulevard, and by 1909 he was 
teaching on a volunteer basis. 
He worked at Shapleigh Hard- 
ware Co., handling sales cor- 
respondence. The Missouri Ath- 
letic Club was just across the 
Street. Because it was conven- 
ient, he began swimming at the 
M.A.C. and did quite a bit of 
competitive swimming there. 
When the building burned down, 
he gave up that phase of activ- 
ity but kept on with the volun- 

teer teaching at the “Y.” 


“Then in 1922 we had a minor 
depression,” he recalls. “I was 
out of a job and had to make a 
living, so I went to work for the 
Boy Scouts at their camp at 
Irondale. I could have started 
teaching professionally long be- 
fore then, but up to that time 
there wasn’t much interest in 
swimming and few pools in ex- 
istence. Now it seems as if a 
new municipal pool is built 
every month and if you want to 
go into teaching swimming now 
you can make a pretty good liv- 
ing at it.” 

He picked up the Commodore 
title while he worked at the Boy 
Scout camp. He doesn't recall 
just how but thinks he got it 
from association with one of 
the executives, a Commodore 
Longfellow. He worked there 
several seasons, then spent 30 
years teaching lifesaving and 
water safety part time for the 
Red Cross. He had another 
part time job which he still 
holds, teaching at The Principia 
were he’s been for 28 years. 
Later this summer he'll go up to 
Elsah to teach women vacation- 
ers there. 

At Camp Robin Hood, his 
classes include children from 
age five through 14. There's 
not much difference to teach- 
ing a beginner of any age, he 
maintains

Savory Shrimp Soup 

Ingredients: One can (10 
ounces) condensed frozen cream 
of shrimp soup, two tablespoons 
tomato paste, one-fourth tea-

Method: Place unopened can 
of soup in hot water for two 
or three minutes before open- 
ing for easy removal.

Add tomato paste, sugar and 
curry powder.
